The development of a child In the fall, 


ness of power demands a bond of love 
connecting those with whom the chilli 
will come into contact. The teacher 
spends man-? honra each week with the 
scholar. Whether this time la to deepen 
or weaken the foundation for the child's 
after life depends much upon the parent.

CONSECRATION OP MEMORIAL CHURCH 


WILL TAKE PLAGE ON NEXT TUESDAY, 


DECEMBER 1ST. 


Brief History ol Erection el Chunk Durln 


Ihe Past Fifteen Years-Former 


Pastors 


Tbe Memorial Church of tbe Prince o 


Peace at Corner of Baltimore and Hig 
streets will be consecrated next Tuesday 
December 1,1903, by the Bt Rev. Eth 
lebert Talbot, Bishop of the Diocese 
This point narks tbe culmination of tb 
labors, hopes and prayers of more than 
fifteen years. Indeed it was twent 
years ago the congregation bongbt tb 
old McCrearybome which stood wher 
the church now stands. The purchase 
was made with a view to erect on th 
lot at sometime in tbe future a church 
For several years the McCreary propert 
was rented. Then along about tbe mil 
die of Ihe eighties it was torn down an 
tbe foundation walls of the chare 
erected. 


The first coarse ot cat stone was pu 


in position du Jug the summer of 1888 
and It was on the anniversary of tbe bat 
tie in tbat yeiir the corner atone weigh 
ing more than a tons was hoisted in 
place and tbe impressive services of tbi 
corner-stone laying were beld by Biatop 
M A De W. Howe. 


A second course of stone was put in 


place a year later, and then after a de 
lay of about ten years the work was 
taken up and finished In July, 1900 The 
church is peculiarly a memorial church 
The tower of it contains many atones 
contributed by relatives, friends and G 
A B Poala to fallen comrades in tbe 
treat battle. Inside there are many 
beautiful tablets placed there in memorj 
of soldiers. Among them four handsome 
t>ron?e tablets donated by the Loyal 
Region to the memories of Generals 
kfeade, Reynolds, Hancock, and (Jolone 
Goodman, Chief Surgeon. 


In still another sense the church is a 


memorial of the battlefield. It Is the 
only public building in Gettysburg 
erected from tbe native granite which 
covers this field In profusion. As a 
handsome edifice it is a credit to tbe na- 
,jve materials which compose It. The 
stone work is that of native builders, the 
irst tiers of stone being the work of J. 
W. Flaharty and tbe portion erected in 
900, of B F. Lightner. 
There has been delay in tbe consecra 
ion due to a debt of not very great dl 
mansions but this debt was liquidated 
some months ago and for the first time 
were the frni'a of the labors of fifteen 
•ears ready to be consecrated. 


There was an Episcopal congregation 


and church in tbe county as early as 
765 in Huutmgton township. Between 
870 and 1875 occasional services were 
teld in Gettysburg in the court house 
and later In the old Methodist Church, 
now tbe G. A. B Post building. Dec. 
7, 1876, the chapel on Carlisle street 
was dedicated and regular services were

Town people, 
about one-fourth of the population, are 
willing to tax themselves three times 
the rural taxation for the benefits of 
good streets and other town' conveni- 
ences, because it pays to have them. 
Good roads would not only pay the 
farmer in wear and tear of horse flesh 
and vehicle, but the value of their lands 
would be greatly increased by roads 
good the whole year round.

SO SAYS DR. LEONARD PEARSON, STATE 


VETERINARIAN IN A LETTER. 


Hi Says Hi Hn Ginn Hwlthy Caws Eniugh 


lo Tut 200 Ciltli Md no Effect 


Wat Produced. 


A. recent article In the COM.PILBR on 


the question, -Shall Healthy Cattle be 
Tested" with tubercalln was sent to Dr. 
Leonard Pearson, State Veterinarian 
and alto Dean ot the Veterinarian De- 
partment ot the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. Kit answer will be found below. 


In the aiticle referred to there was 


given tbe contents of a previous letter 
from Dr. Pearson and conclusions taken 
tram pamphlets received. These con- 
clusion t were that tbe tuberculin used 
in the test* IB made at the laboratory of 
the Veterinarian Department of the 
University of Pennsylvania and is as 
pure as anywhere in the world. That 
the preponderance of scientific opinion 
is that tuberculosis can be communica- 
ted from animal to man, and that it was 
quite Impossible, according to informa- 
tion hi pamphlets, for tuberculin to con - 
vey Infection or cause tuberculosis. At 
the conclusion of article tbe question 
was asked whether it bad ever been bac- 
teriologically demonstrated tbat it was 
impossible for tuberculin to convey In- 
fection or cause tuberculosis. 


Dr. Leonard Pearson answers the in- 


quiry by letter of last week as follows: 


"Upon toe subject yon refer to as to 


the method of making tubarculin and 
its effect upon healthy animals, I would 
say that tuberculin is made by growing 
tutercle bacilli in a spatial veal brotb, 
known In the laboratory aa glycerine 
bouilloc. When the growth of the or- 
ganisms Is complete, at the end of four 
to ail weeks, they are killed by bung 
heated in an autoclave with steam un- 
der pressure to about 225° F. Subse- 
quently, tbe 
tuberculin 
Is altered 


through porcelain and In this nay all of 
the dead tubercle bacilli are removed 
from the fluid, and then the tuberculin 
is mixed with a carbolic acid solution. 
It most be evident, "therefore, tbat it 
contains no living or dead tubercle 
bacilli and this fact has been demon- 
strated repeatedly. In fact, tuberculin 
is a glycerine extract of the soluble com- 
pounds in tubercle bacilli. It bears the 
•amrrejat'.on to tubercle bacilli aa tbe 
fluidy water extract of coffee bears to 
tbe coffee bean. One can no more get 
tuberculosis by using tuberculin than he 
can grow the coffee plant by pouring 
upon.tbe ground the coffee extract that 
we dfink. 


"The effect of tbe tuberculin upon 


healthy animals Is nil. To test this 
point enormous quantities have been 
given to healthy animals. In one case 
as much aa would be needed to test 10,- 
000 cattle was given to one cow and 
without producing any effect. I have 
myseif administered at single dose to a 
healthy cow as much tuberculin as would 
be required to test 200 cattle, and no ef- 
fect was produced at the time of admin- 
istration or subsequently. Tuberculin 
produces a rise of temperature in a tu- 
bercular animal by producing a reaction 
between the tuberculin that is adminis- 
tered and the chemical products con- 
tained in the tubercle bacilli in tbe body 
and in the tissue tbat is diseased aa a re- 
sult of their growth.
